SUSPECTED CHOLERA ON 
BOARD SHIP. 


The 8.8. Neghileh, which left Aden on Joly 
81, Hodeidah onthe 4th inst., Massaouh on 
the 5th, Saakim on the th, and Djeddaa on 
the 11th inst., arrived at Suez last Tuesday 
with « suspected case of cholera on board. The 
vessel carried 54 passengers and a doctor, and 
had a crew of 82.0n m examination at 
Suez a Turkish woman about 50 years of age, 
attracted particular attention. The woman 
was very thin and was suffering from an attack 
of diarrhea ; her pulse was imperceptible, and 
her extremities were cold. tex doctor on board 
stated that the woman had embarked at 
Hodeideh already very ill, 
from chronic dysentery for eight months. 
Microscopic preparation’ besides very 
numerous bacilli, vibrios |similar to edisee of of 
coma bacilli. Whilst the microscopic examina. 
tion was being made the patient died. The case 
was considered as one of suspected cholera and 
the Neghileh was sent back to Moses’ Well. An 
autopsy will be held by Dr. Bonan, who will also 
perform the examination, whilst 
Dr. Taranow will examine the cases which 
disembarked yesterday from the Arabia. The 
Neghileh will be disinfected; and submitted to 
observation until the result./of the bacteriolo- 
gical examination is made known. 

A later telegram informs nos that the 
Neghileh bas been.released. This indicates 
that the autopsy and bacteriological examina- 
tion have removed all suspicion of the case 
being one of cholera, as otherwise the Neghileh 
would not have been allowed to proceed op 
her way.

OPINION DE M. ZOURO 


S'il eat’ ane contrés on la nécossité des bains 
de mer se fait viyement sentir, c'est le ‘littoral 
de la Méditerrancs et en particalier I'Ezypte. 
A Alexandrie les bains ne sont pas sedlement 
indispensables an point de vue hygiéniqae, ils 
le sont eucure comme lieu de distraction et da 
promenade. 

Les personnages inflaents gai ont pris V ha- 
bitude des villégiatares enropéennes née sem- 
blent pas se doater que la masse de ls popa- 
lation demeore privée par leur fante de tout ce 
yui dans un pays chand peat rendre l’existence 
tolérable. 

Jusqu'en 1900 il y avait cing basins de mer 
& Alexandrie, un aa Port-Vienx (Gabbari) et 
yustre au Port Est. Bn dépit des forts loyers 
peryus par le Gouvernement, les entrepreneurs 
n hesitaient pas A sengager parce yails y 
trouvaient leur compte ainsi «que le public, les 
prix étant modérés et les panvres pouvant entrer 
gratuitement. Dapuis la création des qaais, en 
1900, le Gouvernement a fait démolir les bains 
sans accorder aux propriétaires un centime 
diudewmuite. i en a méme empéché la re- 
construction silleurs par tous les moyens en 
sUL puuvoir. 

Le public est donc obligé de se baigner sur 
la plage au premier endroit venu, au milieu 
des ressacs et des courants.U' est ce qui occasion- 
ne jes accidents a6 nous avons fréyoemment 
a deplorer, car jamais, peudact les cinquante 
ans que les bains de mer ont fonctionné au 
H'urt-Kst, al n'y a eu de noyés dans ces bains. 

Les deux etablissements da Mex et de San 
Stwwtano sont impraticables pour la masse d 
cause de la dépense et de is distance. Et, 
cependant, malgré la demande, malgré les ca- 
pitaux gai abondent, il nese présente personne 
pour exploiter quelque ¢tablissemant do méme 
genre en on leu plus rapproché: c'est que 
l'amplacement fait défaut et yae le Gouverne- 
ment met tant d’obstacles et unpose de telles 
conditions qu'il est impossible & an entrepre- 
neur de se lancer dans une pareille aventuare. 

Le Gouvernement et la Municipalité de- 
yraient epcourager ces entreprises ; ils devraient 
méme leur payer une subvention, comme aux 
theatres. Au leu de cela, & peine une demande 
est-elie formulés, ue toutes les administrations 
se mettent sur pied pour combattre le projet, 
tant et #1 bien que le solliciteur lassé envoie 
tout au diabie. 

M. Zouro insiste sur le manque d’emplace- 
ment convevable au Port-Kst, dapais que le 
(aai a été constrait. Impossible, en effet, d'y 
installer des bains, la profundeur de |’ean écant 
de trois metres et les reasacs d'une extréme 
violence. i! ne sera pas non plus toléré par les 
services sauitaires qu'on établisse des bains aur 
la plage oi: se déversera le collecteur général, 
c'est-i-dire de Silsileb a i'lorahumieh. 

A ce propos, M. Zouro trouve que les déver- 
soirs de Kait Bey et de Silsileh sont d'un choix 
malencontreux. Uelui de Silsileh en particulier 
devra tot ou tard étre supprimé, parce qa’il 
copstituerait une monstruosité en face du 
quartier superbe qui vase construire de Chatby 
i l'lbrahimieh. Celai de Kait Bay devra dis- 
paraitre pour des motifs analogaes ; et par la 
force méme des choses l’opinion constamment 
soutenue par M. Zouro d'un seul déversoir au 
Fort Adda est appelée & triompher on jour 
ou l'autre. 

Il existe un autre moyen de tout arranger 
pour le mieux, cest de construire un petit 
brise-lames isolé de 200 métres,& 150 métres de 
distance de la cOte, A l’abri de ce méis on 
pourra créer des bains @t toutes sortes d’éta- 
blissementa de plaisance. Le Gouvernement ne 
doit pas ae lnisser elfrayer par la dépense. Des 
particaliers, moyenuant quelques priviléges, 
sont préts d l'exécuter pour 20,000 livres. 

Six mois suffiraieat pour la jetée des blocs 
et on aurait des bains l'année prochaine. 

Eo résumé, il fant au plas toc supprimer les 
deux déversoira de Kait Bey et de Silsileh pour 
les remplacer par un seul au Fort Adda ou 
bien construire un port dabri. 

C’estau nom de la population de la ville 
d'Alexandrie dont il s‘honore de défendre les 
intéréta ao sein de la Commission Municipale 
que M. Zouro réolame l'appui da Gouyerne.

THE RUSSIAN PRISONERS 
OF WAR IN JAPAN. 


AN INTERESTING ACCOUNT. 


In a recent number of the “Rusa,” which 
has been suppressed for one month owing to 
its plain-spokenness, M. Palet gives the follow- 
ing description of his tour in Japan -— 

“| visited the Russian captives in Japan 
for the first time in May, 1904, after the 
battie of Kiu-len-cheng, when the Japanese 
were not so confident as they became later. 
hey bad made ready only one place for 
receiving the captured Russians, that was at 
Matsayamo ; but as that place soon became 
roo small for its purpose other depots were 
prepared. | visited the chief of these at 
Himansi, Usaka, Hamadera, Nagoiya, Poyo- 
aschi, and Shizuoka, or Suraga After the 
Mukden battle many more depots were es- 
tablished, and the Russians were sent even 

. the northernmost parts of Japan. From 
wy own -knowledge, I can say that the total 
nnmber of Rassian prisoners now in Japan is 
no less than 70,000. Most of them are lodged 
in special barracks under surveillance, while 
the officera, especially when they are nume- 
rous, are lodged in temples and achools. 
The largest and finest camp is that near 
Hamadera, between Osaka and Waknyama 
In a bewitching suburb, dwellings have been 
erected for 20,000 prisoners in a space of two 
snare milea, and on exactly the same lines 
as if the dwellings were to be used by the 
Japanese themselves. The higher officers 
have separate rooms; the ander officers live 
in small groups, while the private soldiers 
are quartered in 'arge rooms. Three months 
ago some new regulations gave the Russian 
officers more liberty on their word of honor. 
Thos they can live in private houses, which 
they hire, avd they enjoy perfect liberty of 
action, with the exception that they may 
neither carry arme, vor send away letters that 
have not been censored. All the same, they 
are looked after clusely. The prisoners did not 
complain greatly of thei: food. A few of them 
tuld me they would like to have only more 
bread and less rice. With meat fonor timas a 
week, and plenty of fish and vegetab!es, there 
are always enoogh victuals. All drinkables are 
allowed, except champagne and cognac. On 
my first visit | was etruck by the wretched, 
torn clothing of the prisoners. However, 
matters have been improved greatly since 
then. By the advice of M. Tassarien, the 
anergetic French Consul, lessons in health and 
cleanliness were given to the Russians, and 
then cloth ng and linen were distributed. Sach 
of them as are tailors and shoemakers work 
for their comrades, and the men look much 
better. 

“The most terrible punishment felt by the 
prisoners is the ennui that comes from absence 
of distraction, and the enforced inactivity. 
The Japanese recognized this at once, ard 
tried to remedy it by eetting the men to work 
on public works ata small rate of pay. The 
attempt came to nought, for after a few days 
the Russians left the work, which reminded 
them too forcibly of hard-labour at home 
among the 2onvicts. Many of the prisoners 
begged me to send them books and cards, 
but | was told that the Japanese authorities 
will not allow Rassian, French, and German 

‘books and newspapers to be circulated among 
the prisoners. | 

“With regard to the attitude of the Japan- 
ese people to the prisoners of war, I mast 
here give Raasia’s enemy every credit. The 
people are correct and courteous to a degree to 
the captured Rassians. I saw frequently great 
crowds of prisoners being marched along be- 
fore a crowd of onlookers, bat I never heard 
one single reviling or hostile word ; even the 
shvuts of “Banzai” are heard only when the 
Japanese troops set out for the war, and never 
when Russian captives are broughtinv. The 
wounded Raasians enjoy especially the kindly 
attention of the Japanese pe>ple, not only the 
ambulance-meo and the sisters of the Red 
Cross, bat also the coolies and dock-labourers, 
are very friendly with the wounded and the 
Russian sick and wounded, are tended ina 
way that is beyond all praise. Atrocions deeds 
on the part of the conqueror have never been 
committed. Unpleasant scenes occurred only 
on the arrival of the Russian officers from Port 
Arthar, for they had been allowed by the terms 
of the surrender to wear their swords. The 
Japanese thought that socha permission ought 
to vanish so soor as the officera reached the 
place at which they wereto be confined. The 
Rassians did not share that view; they refused 
to give up their swords, many of them broke 
them across their knees, while from others 
the swords had to be taken by force. 
Thera was more trouble with the pri- 
sonerr. The Kassians belonging to the 
Northern Army and the sailors behaved most 
admirably, and they observed their discipline 
and obeyed their officers even in captivity ; 
but the men from Port Arthor would recognise 
no aathority ; they had suffered greatly and 
were overwrought, while their leaders were 
divided ; even in captivity the generals from 
Port Arthur displayed their motnal hatred 
and jealousy. To this dsy there are on the one 
side the followers of Gen. Stiessel, with.Gen. 
Fook at their head, on the other side there 
are Stiessel’s opponents, headed by Gen. Smir 
noff, 8o strong is the party feeling, that a 
soon as the Rossians reached Nagasaki the 
Japanese had to separate them into two csmpe. 
The supporters of the capitulation were Irdged 
with Gen. Fook ina Buddhist temple on the 
east, while the rest of the party was lodged in 
a temple on the west side of the place. Neither 
party would speak with the other, ner would 
they exchange greetings; the rear-admiral kept 


himself aloof from either party. 
“Many of the Russian officers try to find 
harmless distraction, Thus, Prine F,, 
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an elderly colonel, has taken up the breeding 
of nightiogales. AsI passed through Hamadera 
the colonel was in great grief, for one of his 
best nightingales was dead. The man trom 
whom the bird had been bought was called in 
to see ‘the patient; his opinion was that the 
nightingale was dying from a surfeit of too rich 
fo.d. The Prince|keeps up the castoms of ‘high 
life’ while he is a prisoner. He clothes himself 
thrice daily ; in| the mornirg he wears hia 
uniform, in the) afternoon he wearsa frock 
coat, and at evening heappears in a dress suit, 
even when he is! alone. Many of the prisoners 
display marvellous zeal in studing Japanese. 
Besides the specia! Japanese office set avart for 
the Russian prigonera, tho Preach Govero- 
ment, at the request of Russia, liss «]s0 open d 
a ‘Bureau.’ ” 

In reproduciog M. Balet’s description, the 
“Rues” remarks that althongh it contains some | 
interesting details concerning the life of the 
captured Russiatia, yet that the general tone | 
is-far-more optimistic than are the descriptions | 
sent home by the captives, which have appear- 
ed in the Ruesign Press. Still, the general 
verdict of such traveilers as have seen the 
oonditions ander which the Russian prisoners 
are livingin captivity on Japanese soil is that 
the treatment aco»rded to ths Pussians in 
every way could not be better. At least, the 
prisoners are not allowed to die of hanger, 
and that would have bon their fate had they 
not been captured,

A JAPANESE TURTLE FARM. 


_—— 


HOW THE YOUNG ARE RAISED. 


In a paper read before the last [International | 
Congress of Arts and Sciences, held at St. } 
Lovis, K. Mitsuknri, profeasor of zoology in 
the Imperial University, Tokio, gave some 
interesting facts concerning the raising of 
aquatic animals and plants. To the United 
States he gave the credit of beiug the leader 
in bold scientific efforts to replenish o!d fishing 
grounds and to create vew ones ; but Japan, 
with its twenty thonsand miles of coastline, its 
bays and estuaries, inlets and straits, with its 
rich fauna of marine organisms everywhere, 
with its dense population subsisting largely 
upon vegetables and fish, is peculiarly adapted 
to the culture of sea life, and it need hardly 
oceasion surprise to lrarn that oyster raising 
of Hiroshima and the alg culture of Tokio 
Bay are well established iudustries and have 
been carried on for hundreds of years. 

The place occupied by the diamond back 
terrapin in America and by the green 
turtle in Esgland is taken by the “suppon,”’ or 
snapping turtle, in Japan, but the Japanese 
epicure has the advantage over his brothers in 
otber lands in that he has no fear of the supply 
of his favorite aquatic delicacysbeing exhanst- 
ed, thanks to the! saccessfal efforta of Mr. 
Hattori, whose tarms have been brought to so 
high a atate of perfection that he is able to 
turn ovt tens of thousands of turtles every 
year. The farm be'onging to this family lies 
near Tokio, aud was originally reclaimed from 
the sea. Apsrt from bis oocupation as farmer 
the father of the present Hattori found the 
collecting or selling of river fish to be a pro- 
fitable undertakivg, and, almost two-thirds 
of a centary ago be conceived theidea of 
cultivating “suppot,” although no definite 
action was taken for many years. In 1866 the 
firat large turtle was caught, and from that 
time additions were made until, in 1874, the 
number had reached fifty. One of the first 
difficulties presenting itself was the unatoral 
appetite of the adalts for their young, making 
it necessary to protect the latter from their 
parents. Under these conditions the present 
system of cultivation was gradually evolved. 

In general appearance a turtle farm consists 
of a number of rectangular ponds, the larger 
ones having an area/of from 25,000 to 50,000 
square feet, and a depth not exc,eding three 
feet, a plank wall being constructed around the 
outside to prevent the escape of the captives. 
Three or four feet of slopa above the water, sur- 
mounted by a shelf reaching back to the wall, 
affords the tartles an opportunity to come ont 
of the water if they desire. The bottom of the 
pond is covered with soft, dark mud, several 
inches thick, where the “suppon” may retire 
to pass the winter. One of the largest of the 
ponds is reserved for breeding. The newly 
hatched first year and second year turtles must 
also have ponds of| their own. The female 
parent deposits her eggs ina hole which she 
bas dag in the bank above the water line, the 
number varying from seventeen up to twenty- 
eight or more. The time required for hatching 
is about sixty days, although it may vary 
twenty days either way. The period of egg 
deposition extends from latpin May to the 
middle of August. One of the most important 
problems in turtle farming is that of food 
supply, the chiet dependence ‘being placed on 
“shiofaki” shells, dried fish sc silkworm 
pape and boiled wheat grains. It has been 
demonstrated that the turtles thrive best in 
ponds where carp and eels are kept, the reason 
being, presumably, that these fish keep the 
water stirred up, and the turtle, being exceed- 
ingly timid, is not disposed to yentare out 
in perfectly clear water in search of food,

to Libau, and 7,010,000 poods (112,160 tons) 
to Reval. Only a very small portion of these 
imports go to the interior ; in the year 1902, 
for instance, only 13,000,000 poods (208,000 
tons).

THE WASTE )F SHIPPING.

The annual retarn of vessels totally lost and 
condemned, jast issued by Lloyd’s Register, 
shows that the waste of shipping daring the 
past year was 807 veasels, of 788,145 tons, 
excluding all vessels of less than 100 tons.This 
is about the average of the preceding ten years, 
but shows an increase on some recent years,due 
entirely to losses during the war. On stadying 
the details of the vessels lost, we find that 
about 30 of the steamers were either blown up 
or sank in connection with the operations at 
Port Arthar, so that if this abnormal condition 
is.eliminated,. there is no diminution in the 
steady decrease in the proportion of waste to 
the total tonnage owned. 

The list: of losses includes 884 steamers, of 
519,879 tons, which is 84,000 tons more than 
in 19038, and 104,000 tons more than in 1902;
